FREIGUT TARIFF REDUCED.

terstate Commerce Commission on 
complaint of the Portland (Or.) 
Chamber of Commerce. Northwestern 


bakers and manufacturers face spir- 
ited competition from eastern ship- 
pers of similar products and the rates 
were held excessive. 
Another freight rate case quite as 
important and even more extensive’ 
than the eastern case, now pending 
before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission probably will grow out of the 
general increases proposed by prac- 
tically all railroads operating west of 
the Mississippi River. The lines have 
filed freight tariffs with the commis- 
sion, effective December 15, making 
advances in commodity rates. The 
increases are not flat on all freight 
as was the case of the eastern lines, 
but vary in amount according to the 
commodity. 
The advances range, it is estimated, 
from 2 per cent. to approximately 12 
per cent. They affect all the com- 
modities that ordinarily enter into 
interstate transportation. It is re- 
garded as not improbable that the 
commission may suspend the advances 
in order that an iasue may be made, 
upon which hearings as to the rea- 
sonableness of the proposed increases 
may be had. *

Neither of the two occupations were 
of a kind to surround him with the 
better class of friends. On the con- 
trary, his companions were roughs 
from the slaughter-houses and the 
mines, with whom he visited bar- 
rooms, where fights and scandal were 
the order of the day. 

Thus, the youth of Eulalio was spent 
among wine and its accompaniments

The dreamer of Parras, Madero, 
had just finished his circuit through.

It is a question, 
even, whether he knew anything more 
of Francisco I. Madero than that he be- 
longed to the very wealthy family of 
that name. 
OROZCO’S REBELLION. 
Then came the events of November 
18, in Santa Clara street in Puebla, 
and of the insurrection of Pascual 
Orozco in the Guerrero district in Chi- 
huahua. As such happenings were 
out of the common, the talk of his 
companions soon let Eulalio know 
what was going on, and that Madero 
was going to divide money and land 
among those disinherited by fortune. 
Then this primitive character re- 
belled against what he and many oth- 
ers considered the injustice of for- 
tune, and, accompanied by many 
friends from the slaughter-houses and 
mines, he went to conquer what to 
them was the Golden Fleece. : 
And so, one day, as a result of 
these extraordinary circumstances, he 


is found in the open sierra, gun in 
hand, two cartridge belts across his 


shoulders, followed by comrades, who 
named him their chief. 

But ,athough this company of 
“revolutionists” intended to commit 
heroic acts and to distinguish itself 
in this struggle, Eulalio could do but 
little except to essoult. defensel « 
towns, some shooting an@ cattle lift- 
ing. 

MADERO'S TRIUMPH. 

Madero triumphed. He was re- 
ceived in the metropolis of the lakes 
and volcanoes with indescribable en- 
thusiasm. Evlalio, satiated with 
power, returned home to tell his 
neighbors and friends about the dan- 
gers he had run, and of his heroic 
feats. And the rumors of his adven- 
tures and the fame of a “valiente” 
which ere this he had acquired in the 
minds of the common people; gave 
him the glamour of a “hero.” 

Carranza prepared his revolution in 
Saitillo, and one of those called upon 
to take an Important part in it was 
Bulalio. He joined the rebels on the 
13th of March, when Gov. Car- 
ranza declared himself chief of the 
revolution and Saltillo remained at his 
mercy. As Eulalio received instruc- 
tions to proceed with energy, he de- 
cided to pillage the banks and the 
merchants. 

It was Gutierrez who made pris- 
oners of the principal merchants’ of 
the city, keeping them in the palace 
in order to make good a forced loan 
of 500,000 pesos, which was first re- 
duced to 200,000 pesos, and ultimately 
to 100,000 pesos, this being all the 
prisoners could raise, for all that 
they were threatened by instant death 
if they did not raise the amount de- 
manded. The amount of this forced 
loan did, however, not enter into the 
treasury of the revolution as Was to 
have been expected, It was amicably 
fivided between Gutierrez, the now 
“General” Coss, and a certain plumb- 
er, whose name was not given to 


us. 
SAD PIECE OF HISTORY. 


After that, Eulalio Gutierrez de- 
livered himeelf up to terrible excesses. 
Coahuila and San Luis Potosi remem- 
ber with horror the spectacle of pil- 
lage and assassinations which he fre- 
quently gave them. Executions en 
masse were a matter of common and 
almost daily occurrence; the pillag- 
ing of the towns where the hordes of 
“the general” marauded, was a 
premium which he granted them, and 
the violence to Women was committed 
at his pleasure. 

Rut none of these horrors paints 
in darker tones Gutierrez, the soul of 


this reign of terror, than those which 


occurred when he entered the city of 
San Luis Potosi. Residents of the 
city were despoiled of all their goods

The Frenchman has adopted the 
most modern methods of war. The 
Britisher is perhaps the most back- 
ward of any of the great powers in 
making a profound study of the art 
and science of fighting. 


With his wonderfully penetrating 
mind and his ability to syst«matize, 
the Frenchman has taken advantage 
of the ideas and experience of all the 
armies of the world and welded them 
into a system of his own. In the crude 
burrowing attack of the Japanese in 
Manchuria, the Frenchman saw some- 
thing that he took out and polished 
and perfected into the system that is 
now recognized throughout Europe. 
When Tod Sloan, the American jock- 
ey, rode his first races in France, the 
sportive French officers saw him win 
by perching on the withers of his 
horse—and a new system of equita- 
tion was introduced into the French 
army. The English officers also saw 
Tod Sloan ride—and snorted derision 
at him. 

The French artilleryman developed 
the plan of indirect fire to the point 
where the batteryman never sees the 
target he is shooting at, and is never 
seen by the enemy. 

2 this is poor stuff for a British- 
er. For some reason that I can't fig- 
ure the English are opposed to ap- 
plying scientific methods to either 
sport or war.

They should have been out of 
sight behind the next hill, where 
Sergt. Spiffens should have been work- 
ing line a factory hand and not like 
a hero. 

This contrast In national feeling and 
opinion was particularly noticeable 
in the first accounts of the naval fight 
off the coast of Chile. The English 
papers told, with a glow of pride, how 
one of the cruisers, being ordered to 
leave the fight, disobeyed? orders and 
came back into the battle. Had such 
an incident really happened, it is 
clear the English people would have 
considered it a commendable incident 
In fact, a glorious and noble act. 
The French or Germans would have 
considered it in the light of an out- 
rageous blunder. “This might be 
brave,” they would say, “but it is not 
war.” 

The position of the British in this 
war is somewhat that of the romantic 
officer of Shaw's “Arms and the 
Man, who inspired the contempt of 
the Swiss soldier of fortune by win- 
ning a battle and doing it wrong, in- 
stead of losing it. according to Hoyle.

WAR IS A BUSINESS. 

To the Britisher, war represents 
the heroism of men, who. die 
gloriously for their country and die 
with a smile and a cheer. To the 
Frenchman, war is an intricate busi- 
ness in which highly-trained experts 
think for their country and are oc- 
casionally removed from the job by 
death—to the great detriment of the 
machine. 

The British are making a tre- 
mendous hit with themselves in this 


war; but 1 think there is little doubt 


that they have lost caste among army 
experts as a result of some of their 
methods. Especially has the great 
British navy drdwn down criticisms. 


At the beginning of the war, a few 
German cruisers were left wander- 
ing around the Pacific, deep sea 
Ishmaelites, fugitives hunted by the 
war ships of three nations. When 
these scattered ships were able to 
destroy $20,000,000 worth of shipping 
and to secretly assemble and out- 
maneuver and defeat the British fleet 
off the Chilian coast, the strategists 
of the world simply raised their eye- 
brows. I judge from the articles now 
filling the military journals that the 
defeat of the British squadron off the 
coast of Chili was 
blow to the prestige of England as 
an efficient sea strategist. 

A SCIENCE IT IS. 


When this war is over, the British 
will have to revise their whole mill- 
tary system. They will have to drop 
cricket and start playing baseball, so 
to speak. This is an era of intense 
specialization. The old come-on-boys 
officer has given way to the military 
scientist, who goes to war with 
chemistry, electricity and mathema- 
tles.

ENGLAND SLOW 
IN RECRUITING. 


Manchester and Liver pool 
Supply Few Soldiers. 


Kitch aot at AW 8000 to 
Enlist in Army. 


Efforts of Party Leaders 
. Have Little Effect.

MANCHESTER, Nov. 18.—Recruit- 
Ing throughout the North of England 
is proceeding slowly and the newspa- 
pers of Manchester and Liverpool are 
Outspoken in their discussion of the 
subject. Within the last four days 
Manchester, with a population of 
about 600,000, supplied only 400 re- 
cruits through a total of fifty recruit- 
ing depots. 

Reports from Liverpool show that 
recruiting is even slower there. A boy 
scout band has been parading the 
streets for days in an effort to stir up 
the young men, but without effect. 

Football games draw large crowds. 
Theaters are filled with men of mill- 
tary age. But apparently they are 
not moved by Lord Kitehener’s call 
for more men. In Ireland recruiting 
is slower than in the North of Eng- 
land, because it complicated with 
the bitter political strife, which has 
subsided only partially as a result of 
the war. Pagty-leaders have exerted 
every effort to hasten Irish recruiting, 
but without the results hoped for. 

Many Irish officials have explain 
the slackness of recruiting in Irelahd 
by saying it is a country of women 
and old men and that the young men 
mostly have left for countries where 
greater opportunities await them. 
Census figures, however, show that 
Treland has not yielded recruits in the

Meantime, Mr. Hanby 
was removed to the Receiving Hos- 
pital. Believing that the attorney 
was fatally wounded, Capt. Murray 
took Hugee before him for identifica- 
tion, which he made and at the same 
time told the story of the shooting.

“Hugee is a machinist, who has 
some sort of an office at 220 Story 
building. Several weeks ago Mrs. 
Mary Fisher came to my office and 
said Hugee owed her $165, money she 
had loaned him.

ASPIRING TO FLY, 
MAY NEVER WALK. 


OLD MAN WHO HAS GIVEN LIFE 
TO ONE IDEA SLIPS ON a 
BANANA PEEL. 


After having worked in vain for 
fifty years on an invention which he 
hoped would solve the problem of 
aviation, Frederick Merrill Shaw, 87 
years old, No. 237 North Grand ave- 
nue, slipped on a banana peel at First 
and Main streets yesterday morning 
and sustained injuries from which 
physicians at the Receiving Hospital 


perfected would in reality permit men 
to fly in the clouds with the safety of 
birds and here I am on a hospital cot 
as the result of a simple accident on 
the ground.” 
Mr. Shaw is suffering from a frac- 
tured limb, his left leg having been 
broken near the hip. Owing to his 
advanced years it is not considered 
likely that he will ever be able to 
alk. 
Wille discussing the accident and 
his life work Mr. Shaw, who is one 
of the city’s well-known eccentric 
characters, took from his pocket a 
sheet of paper on which was drawn a 
diagram of the air machine he had 
labored on for so many years. He 
exhibited it with pride, declaring if 
he only had more time and a little 
money, he could yet perfect it. His 
device is of the famous Darius Green 
type, providing huge wings to be op- 
erated by men birds. About twenty 
years ago he thought he had finished 
his invention and in giving a public 
demonstration fell from the roof of 
a two-story building and broke a 
number of bones. 
Upon three different occasions he 
attempted to prove to the world that 
he had mastered the air problem and 
each time fell to the ground, twice 
breaking the same limb that was frac- 
tured yesterday. 
Mr. Shaw the Stein 
Transit Company in the early eighties 
when he believed he had perfected his 
invention and several thousand dol- 
lars were spent in an endeavor to 
place it on the market, but when the 
time came for its supreme test and 
he broke his leg in demonstrating ‘t, 
the project was dropped. 
Accompanying the diagram of the 
air machine are some verses upon 
which Mr. Shaw said he had based his 
hope of conquering the air. They 
are: 
“Oh, that like doves I had two wings, 
The ancient bard of Israel sings; 
Then I would fly and be at last 
Secure from foes that have 
pressed. : 
And many are the seers of old 
Who have of angels’ pinions told 
And now the good at last shall rise 
To join their host above the skies.” 
Mr. Shaw wept when told that he 
probably will never be able to walk 
again. He was removed to the County 
Hospital.

SALT LAKE ISSUES REMARKABLE 


REPORT SHOWING SCARCITY 
OF FATALITIES.

Showing that but two passengers 
have been killed since the railroad 
started through service, May 1, 1905, 
a record perhaps without parallel in 
the annals of steam roads, the annual 
report of the Safety and Efficiency 
Bureau of the Salt Lake was issued 
yesterday, as of the 15th inst. 

During the past year no passengers 
were killed and only three fatalities 
resulted among employees. On the 
other hand there were sixteen tres- 
passers killed and thirty injured dur- 
ing the year. None of these were 
highway accidents, as generally 
known. In fact, but fifteen persons 
have been killed in crossing accidents 
in the history of the road. ; 
Regarding the trespass evil, the re- 
rt says:

This is due to the fact that the 
statistics merely show the number 
of persons killed by trains, and the 
average man does not know that most 
of them are killed in a way abso- 
lutely unpreventaDle by the railways, 
in the absence of legislation prohibit- 
ing the use of railway tracks as 
thoroughfares. A Federal law on the 
subject is being advocated by stu- 
Jents of the problem. 
“The trespassers on this line are 
mainly ‘hobos,’ those who migrate 
to California at the approach of win- 
ter, and emigrate with the coming of 
spring. Their presence is a menace 
to the lives of trainmen and the liabil- 
ity to loss of freight, from pilferage, 
is likewise present. Magistrates are 
‘oath to prosecute these offenders, 
since it is much easier to pass them 
tlong than to give them jail or work- 
house sentences, which are an en

That the bureau is achieving real 
results, both in educating employees 
to careful deportment and in advocat- 
ing the adoption of safety devices is 
shown by a reduction of more than 
one-third in the personal injuries to 
employees the past year, compared 
to the previous year.

BRING A HUNDRED FIRST. 

After carefully considering the mat- 
ter, the Advisory Committee decided 
a few days ago that the first effort 
be confined to bringing 100 children 
from the war zone and it was decided 
that each of the first installment be an 
orphan, without either father or 
mother or relative who is in a posi- 
tion to give it the proper care and 
attention. 

With this undegstanding, Charles N. 
Wheeler, the commissioner of The 
Times and the Chicago Tribune, is 
en route to Belgium. For ten -days 
Prior to his start across the Atlantic, 
Mr. Wheeler was in Washington con- 
ferring with Dr. E. Havenith, Bel- 
gian Minister to the United States, 
and other diplomats. He was given 
assurance of co-operatton and 
many of the ebetacies which had 
come to the surface during the pre- 
liminary work were removed. Dr. 
Havenith evinced deep concern in the 
plan and gave it his approval. 

While no fears have been expressed 
as to the physical condition of the or- 
phans to be brought, here, this fea- 
ture was taken up with Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Blue of the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service and he declared 
that it would be difficult to find a sin- 
gle case of disease among the Belgian 
children. Because they have lived al- 
most wholly in the open, the Belgians 
as a race are keen physically and 
mentally. However, to obviate any 
chance of a weakened child coming 
to the United States for adoption, Sur- 
geon-General Blue has promised to 
have the officers of his service make a 
‘thorough medical examination of all

A REVOLUTION. 


Young Icelander Meets His 
Father’s Assassin. 


its with Plotters Against the 


Homeland Here. 


Hastens to Far North to Get 
| Ready for Defense. 


It would seem that Iceland in its 
secluded position in the far north 
would be free from turmoil, but not 


So according to the story of Gunnar 
Josephson, a young Icelander with a 


romantic and adventurous history who 
is just leaving Los Angeles for his 
native land to take part in a revo- 
lution. 

Mr. Josephson, who during his en- 
forced exile in America was known 
as Bartini, which being interpreted 
means in Icelandic, He who wills,” 
says that his grandfather, Joseph 
Josephson was Governor of the island 
by tolerance of Denmark. He relates 
that his grandfather and also his 
father, Bjorn Josephson, were assas- 
sinated at the instance of a corrupt 
politician who became Governor of 
the island, finally was banished and 
came to America where for four years 
he collected funds to start another 
revolution in Iceland. 

“The man who was responsible for 
the death of my father and grand- 
father was in Los Angeles one week 
ago, collecting funds to start his 
revolution.” Mr. Josephson says. “He 
held a secret meeting at a private 
house in Boyle Heights last Sunday 
evening which I attended. I met him 
but he did not know that I was the 
relative of the two men whom he 
murdered and that it is my life work 
to avenge their deaths. 

“This man has collected $60,000 
in America for his revolution. He 
has chartered a ship and loaded it 
with provisions and arms to equip 
soldiers and start a revolution. He 
will stop at Lofoten, Norway, where 
he will pick up about 1000 men whom 
he will arm for war. 
| “The revolutionist expects to arrive 
in Iceland with his force on Christmas 
day. When he gets there we will be 
prepared to give him a welcome which 
ye will not expect. I will be in Ice- 
land several weeks before he arrives 
land we will receive him in a way 
which he will not like.” 

Mr. Josephson said that he had 
been in close touch with the move- 
ments of the revolutionist in Amer- 
ica. The young man came to Los An- 
goles to wateh his enemy’s operations 

ere. 

When Mr. Joséphson was 18 years 
old he and his mother were banished 
from Iceland and placed on board @ 
steamer for Scotland. After the death 
of his mother in Colton, Scotland, the 
youth went to Copenhagen where he 
was adopted by a prominent family 
and educated. He came to America 
in 1904. 

“Originally the Icelanders were a 
people open-hearted and out-spoken, 
into whose houses strangers were wel- 
come,” Mr. Josephson continued.

The sympathies of Mrs. Franklin 
H. Kennedy, world-traveler and stu- 
dent, are entirely with Germany in 
the present European struggle.

She 
went immediately to Frankfort, where 
she volunteered as a nurse. Her du- 
ties gave her an opportunity to talk 
with hundreds of wounded soldiers 
direct from the battlefields and to ob- 
tain an inside view of the horrors of 
war. 

“Germany is fighting for her very 
existence,” Mrs. Kennedy declared yes- 
terday. “England is fightigg for greed. 
The first act of war on the part of 
England was to cut the German cable. 
Now we are beginning to see more 
Clearly to what shameful comedy 
this cutting of the German cable was 
preliminary. 

“England solely and alone could 
have preserved the peace if she had 
so wished. England pulled the wires 
in this fearful catastrophe’ that 
shakes the world. England, safe on 
her island, did not recoil from a 
world conflagration in order to anni- 
hilate a commercial rival. England 
accuses Germany ot being the cause 
of the outbreak of the war. If the 
matter were not so dreadfully serious, 
one would be tempted to laugh.

URKS LAUDS 
MANAGER PLAN. 


SAYS A CITY SHOULD APPLY 
CORPORATION METHODs. 


Declares Ridiculous and Expen- 
sive Situations Recently Developed 
in Municipal Affairs Could not 
Have Occurred Under System Now 
Proposed in Charter Amendment. 


— —¾— — 


Members of the City Club are to 
make a “special order of business” the 
study of proposed charter amendments 
for the next two weeks. This pro- 
gramme was begun yesterday, when 
Jesse D. Burks, municipal efficiency di- 
rector, addressed the club on the 
theme of “A Business Reorganization 
for Los Angeles.“ 

Mr. Burks gave most of his atten- 
tion to the proposed amendment No. 
1. which provides for the centraliza- 
tion of municipal authority and the 


appointment of a city manager, to be 


responsible to the Council and the 
Mayor, who would also be a member 
of the Council. 

In this address Mr. Burks reviewed 
the arguments for the amendment 
that have been presented in the press 
during the past week, emphasizing the 
central idea that the plan® proposed 
is the application of modern bus!ness 
methods and principles to the city gov- 
ernment—methods such as are used 


in the large corporations for the con- 
duct of their extensive business af- 
fairs. He declared that under such 
a system the ridiculous and expen- 
sive situations developed recently in 
— affairs could not have become pos- 
sible. 

The speaker then undertook to an- 
swer some of the objections that he 
anticipated would be raised to the 
plan. He declared that the concentra- 
tion of authority for administration 
in the hands of a manager is the most 
effective way to get results, and that 
misuse of this authority is fully 
guarded against by giving power to 
the Council to remove the manager at 
any time. 4 

The speaker cited the fact that large 
departments in municipal affairs are 
handled by one man in New York, and 
some of the principal European cities, 
with most excellent results. The veto 
power of the Mayor, said the speaker, 
would be very seldom used, as he 
would sit with the remainder of the 
Council in debate and consideration of 
proposed legislation, and there he 
would present his opinions before the 
legislation was acted upon. He also 
urged that by the Mayor being a 
member of the Council, an important 
check would be placed upon hasty or 
ill-considered legislation. 

As to the possible objection that the 
reduction of the number of elective 
Offices is undemocratic, the speaker 
argued that this objection is contrary 
to the best thought and experience 
of the last twenty-five years, and that 
the tendency in American practice is 
to. reduce the size of Councils and 
number of elective officers, so that 
the voters may fix their attention upon 
the few points of responsibility and 
authority. 

As to the proposed increase in 
salaries, Mr. Burks argued that such 
an organization as is planned would 
require high-class talent, and efficient 
and properly educated men cannot be 
had for small salaries, 

In closing his address, the speaker 

a: 


“Perhaps the most insidious criti- 


iciem will be that the political ‘ma- 


chine’ will be built up under the pro- 
plan, which will make it pos- 
üble for a few men to exercise over- 
whelming power. A machine is, in- 
deed, proveded for—a simple machine 
with direct drive and few parts, prop- 
erly constructed. Manned and effi- 
clently managed, this machine will be 
an instrument of power. It will re- 
place another complicated, ponderous 
machine, now in operation—low- 
geared, inefficient, difficult to adjust. 
The people retain direct authority and 
control over the machine as a whole. 
Through the initiative, refer- 
endum and recall; through enlight- 
ened, active and exacting public opin- 
ion, the people of Los Angeles may be 
trusted to see to it that no machine 
(in the usual disreputable sense,) wil 
be permitted to endanger the vital 
interests of this community.” 


PRE-COOLING 
CHANCE IDEA. 


Originator Tells How Fruit 
Trade Became Giant. 


His Plan Opened Markets of 
East for California, 


Guns of Pioneers Spiked by| 


Great Meat Baron. 


— 


“Parker Earle is the foremost iig- 
ure in the horticulture of America. 
He and not I should tell you today 
of the great development which has 
taken place in the past twenty-five 
years in the fruit-growing industry 
of the United States.“ 

This was the encomium bestowed 
upon Parker Earle, 83-year-old fruit 
and berry grower of Cobden, III., who 


is now living quietly at his Pasadena 
home. It was spoken by J. H. Hale, 
universally acclaimed the leading 
authority on fruit growing in this 
country, when he addressed the mem- 
bers of the recent California Fruit 
Growers’ Convention in Los Angeles. 

Seated amid the flowers in his gar- 
den in Pasadena, Mr. Earle, once 
among the greatest of the industrially 
great, narrated yesterday some of the 
inspiring chapters in his long and 
serviceable career. 

“I suppose,” he said, “that I must 
begin in true autobiographical style 
by stating I was born in the incon- 
sequential town of Mt. Holly, Vt., and 
that I started life with very little 
capital. I am proud to be a Yankee 
of the old stock, which endures hard- 
ships and reverses with astoical 
patience. That quality aided my re- 
covery from numerous setbacks I re- 
ceived from the beginning to the end 
in the business of fruit growing. 

“When I went to Illinois in the 
early fifties and located at Cobden, a 
promising fruit section, the raising 
of fruit and berries for the large 
cities was in its infancy. In 1861, 
to give an example of our conception 
of the limitation of markets, I was 
one of four pioneers to plant straw- 
berries as well as small peach or- 
chards, With but six acres of berries 
among the four growers. we feared 
lest we might over-supply the great 
Chicago market. This we actually 
did do one year when the weather 
was too cold for the ready sale of 
strawberries. The business of ship- 


gradually, until it reached several car- 
loads daily. The factor of pre-cooling 
these shipments, which 1 developed 
one day through a sudden and ap- 
parently trivial idea, actually con- 
tained the germ of the present vast 
refrigerator system of the transcon- 
tinental railroads, 


THE GREAT GERM. 


“Strawberries, I had learned to my 
great annoyance and loss, when picked 
in the summer retained their natural 
heat after placed in cars for shipment 
and perished in large amounts in 
transit. It suddenly dawned upon me 
that if I could only cool the berries 
before they entered the car they would 
retain the cold to a certain extent 
just as they had retained the heat. I 
immediately constructed a number of | 
handy refrigerator houses in different 
parts of my fields and when the ber- 
ries were picked and crated they were 
put into these and left there for a 
day or more. This was simply pre- 
cooling, as it is practiced today. The 
cooled berries which 1 shipped even 
in inferior cars reached Chicago in 
perfect condition and sometimes bore 
reshipment as far West as St. Paul 
or Omaha. I received double the 
previous price for the berries and 
gradually increased the shipments un- 
til they reached the total of train- 
loads during the year. 

“There were no refrigerator cars 
then worthy of the name. In 1878 
the fish dealers at Detroit, who suc- 
cessfully shipped by refrigerating the 
contents of the car with salt and ice, 
attempted to carry berries on the re- 
turn trips. As the cold produced by 
their method of freezing the interior 
of the car was too intense, the ber- 
ries and other fruits spoiled. 

“I investigated a number of infe- 
rior patents then indifferently used 
for other products than fruit. 

In 1889 I discovered the Michigan 
Central had a refrigerator car which 
had been standing in an out-of-the- 
way corner for over two years. This 
was called the Hutchins car, being the 
nvention of a poor man of that name 
living in Detroit. I persuaded the 
railroad to allow me to ship a carload 
of berries in this car, which had a 
capacity of four or five tons of ice. 

GREAT OPPORTUNITY. 

“My shipments were so wonderfully 
successful that I saw in the car the 
means of developing the fruit industry 


almost indefinitely. 

“Tl appealed to the Michigan Centr.) 
to have built ten more of this Hutch- 
ins car. An influential fruit dealer in 
Chicago, F. A. Thomas, recognized 
in the refrigerator car the basis of a 
great transportation business. We 
joined in a project to ship fruit from 
California over the Union Pacific, a 
feat which before was impossible. I 
made arrangements with a large peach 
grower in the Sacramento Valley to 
supply all the fruit I could handle with 
the eleven cars. The shipments went 
to Chicago in the record-breaking 
time of five days without any re-icing 
en route. The fruit arrived in perfect 


interest in California because it re- 
vealed to the grower an outlet for an 
enormous amount of fresh fruit. Im- 
mediately fruit-bearing acreage in this 
State began to expand, aad a strong 
stimulus was given to fruit growing 
for the first time. 

“Mr. Thomas believed he saw an 
opportunity for us by ordering more

Bundy is just 19 years of age. 
The Fariss, Larson, Bundy and Har- 
ris cases are without doubt as brutal 
murders as any in the criminal annals 
of California. For mere fiendishness 
and depravity it is difficult to choose 
among them. 
Louis A. Larson, owner of a bar- 
ber shop on East First street, crushed 
the skull of his wife with a beer bot- 
tle and left her dead in the tropical 
undergrowth in the Casa Verdug» 
foothills on June 23, 1913. He lured 
her to the spot under pretense of 
giving her a picnic party, and after 
drinking two bottles of beer and eat- 
ing chicken an: other delicacies he 
beat her on the id until she was 
dead. He killed her for “another 
woman.“ 
He was convicted on purely circum- 
stantial evidence. Chief Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Ford and Deputy Dts- 
trict Attorney Veitch fashioned a com- 
plete case against him out of broken 
bits of evidence which, when fastened 
together, formed a chain of steel 
about the defendant from which there 
Wa, no escape. Larson was convicted 
December 4, 1913, and was sentenced 
by Judge Craig. The day following 
his conviction Larson confessed to a 
Times reporter. He said he wanted to 
place himself right with his Maker. 
Later he repudiated his confession 
and appealed to the Supreme Court 
for a new trial. 
The Supreme Court denied him his 
plea and said that his appeal did not 
have a “semblance of merit.”

ago. 

“Evergreen trees are not the best 
for Southern California, where mo- 
torists are always looking for dry 
roads.“ said County Horticultural 
Commissioner Wood yesterday. 
where peppers, eucalyptus 
and firs line the highways are the 
places where most of the skidding ac- 
cidents occur in the winter months. 
In addition, the slow drying of such 
stretches is not good for the road it- 
self. 

“English walnuts would make 
splendid roadway trees. They are 
clean, grow sufficiently tall to afford 
all needed shade and are very pleas- 
ing to the eye. There are numerous 
trees such as pears, apples and pe- 
Cans that can. be planted and that 
will yield the county some profit in 
addition to being ornamental. 

“Protection could be given by the 
county motorcycle police, who are 
traveling up and down the highways 
looking for auto speeders. Signs 
tacked to trees calling attention to

“As for care and attention, the fruit 
trees would need no more than that 
which is given to the present class 
of evergreen trees.

He 
Was appointed a civil justice in the 
District of Columbia by President 
Roosevelt in 1902, and in 1909 was 
made one of the six judges of the 
municipal court in that district.

PAWNS OF LIBERTY. By Corinne 8. and R. A. 
5 — Outing Publishing Company, New

HE CO-AUTHORS of “Pawns of Lib- 
Tus seem to have written under the 


impression that an intense dramatic | 


situation in each and every chapter is essen- 
tial. Seldom have we seen a novel with 
more hairbreadth escapes—and the surpris- 
ing feature is that sometimes there is no 
escape from death for even those to whom 
the reader had become attached. 

But even at that, there is something 
about this book that will not let us call it 
melodramatic. Melodramatic it is—but it 
does not seem so. If a few of the more 
romantic features were toned down— 
especially the ubiquitous activity of the 
Balkan Joan of Arc, and the desperate 
sacrifice of Mihirmah, the Pasha's third wife 
—it would be a grim and excellent story. 

A young monk (really a woman in dis- 
guise) rallies the more courageous and 
trustworthy of the Christians and captures 
the tax money of Pasha Murad. Their situ- 
ation soon grows 80 desperate that Dobry 
(who the reader has been given cause to 
expect will appear as the hero throughout 
the story) sacrifices his life to kill the 
traitor. 

Just as the Turkish soldiers are about to 
take the alleged monk and leader of the 
revolutionists prisoner, Boyan, a young 
hermit monk, allows himself to be arrested 
to save the woman whose disguise he has 
already penetrated. 

Boyan in turn is released from prison by 
the harem beauty who loves him at first 
sight; both are recaptured and—but the in- 
cidents are too numerous to even sketch 
briefly. 

The authors are not timid with realism. 
The burning of the inn with the imprisoned 
and drunken soldiers is a tragic description 
that the reader is almost ready to Justify, 
having learned what atrocities and tor 
tures the Christians endure from the Turk- 
ish rule. The end of Selim Bey, the Pasha's 
son, is another grim passage; and the 
Climax is a hideous, shocking, and inten- 
tionally so, chapter in which the Pasha lets 
loose his soldiers to massacre and rob the 
Christians and so avenge the death of his 
son. 

The book is intended to show something 
of the conditions under Turkish rule which 
led to the uprising in the Balkans against 
the, Moslem masters; and it is truly an 
“exciting” book and thrills the nervous 
reader almost continuously, for after Dobry 
is allowed to be killed, one cannot be sure 
but that other heroes will suffer a similar 
fate.

And at last, he finds that the ban of the 
churth is placed against his great and 
scholarly theological work, written with no 
view of antagonizing any members of his 
religion, and he is compelled to choose be 
tween ouncing his own writings and be 
ing reduced from his high episcopal) rank. 
He goes to Rome and seeks an audience with 
the Pope, but this is denied. He appeals 
for a hearing, and this is forbidden. At 
last he refuses to renounce a single word; 
violates all traditions and rites of the 


church by performing the marriage of bis 


nephew with the divorced woman with the 
Catholic ceremony, and dies declaring that 
he is ready to let judgment between him 
and his accusers be made by God.

OFFICER SHOT 


BY A SUSPECT. | 


‘Attacked as He Accosts Two 
| Shady Characters. 


Returns Fire After Struck 
by Three Bullets. 


Trailed Here from Glendale, 
Fugitives Escape. 


After following two suspicious 
characters to this city from Glendale, 
J. W. Grimes of Meadow Park, Re- 
dondo Beach, a special deputy under 
Sheriff Hammel, accosted them at 
Sixth and Main streets and was shot 
three times. The assailants escaped. 

The bullets shattered Mr. Grimes's 
upper right arm, grazed® his right 
chest and penetrated the lower left 
arm, without striking the bone. 

As he was fired upon, Mr. Grimes 
drew his own gun, using his unin- 
jured left arm, and fired while the. 
men ran into an alley between Sixth 
and Seventh, Main and Spring 
streets. 

Drawn by the crash of the ten 
shots, a morbid crowd collected 
quickly, but the fugitives vanished. 

At the Receiving Hospital Mr. 
Grimes explained that he was in Glen- 
dale on private business last night 
and was about to board a car for 
Los Angeles, late in the evening, 
When he saw a patrolman, who 
seemed greatly excited and carried 
his revolver in his hand. 

Mr. Grimes introduced himself as 
an officer and asked if he could aid 
the policeman. 

“There are two men getting on 
that car whom I think are highway- 
men,” said the policeman. “Watch 
them and when you get to Los An- 
geles, ask a policeman to stop and 
question them and search them for 
guns. 

FoOLLOWS THE GUARRY. 

Mr. Grimes boarded the car and 
alighted with his quarry at the Sixth 
and Main streets Pacific Electric sta- 
tion. The men started west on Sixth 
street. Following. Mr. Grimes saw a 
uniformed special policeman in the 
All Day and Night Bank at Sixth and 
Main streets. He asked this officer 
to accost the men. As he was making 
the request, they passed the door. 

Springing from inside, Mr. Grimes 
seized one of the men by the arm. 
Instantly the man drew a gun and 
fired. The ball shattered Mr. Grimes’s 
upper right arm. The fugitives took 
to their heels, running along Sixth 
street till they reached the alley, the 
man with the gun firing twice more. 

Mr. Grimes followed to the en- 
trance of the alley and emptied his 
own revolver, with what effect he 
does not know. 

The injured officer is a ranchman 52 
years of age.

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NAPOLEON OF MINING IS GONE. 


Romantic Life History Left by the Late F. Augustus Heinze, Who Made 
Big History in Copper Because of Fine Personality 
and Wonderful Fighting Ability.

ERHAPS F. Augustus Heinze, 
who recently passed away at the 
early age of 45, was in some ways 


In his way he was a genius 


The secret of his success was a keen 


His father, an importi dry goods 


theran clergymen. His mother was of 


Favored with superior 


from the School of Mines of the Co- 
lumbia University at the age of 20. 
He at once set out for the very 


It was in the year 
1889, while W. A. Clark and Marcus 
Daly were fighting for supremacy in 
politics, that this young man appeared 
upon the scene where he was destined 
to play a spectacular part in the min- 
ing, financial and political affairs of 
that State. 

At first, In order to become master 
of mining detail, he pulled off his 
coat, donned overalls and worked as 
assistant mining engineer in the cele- 
brated Boston and Montana copper 
mine: Here he had full access to the 
underground workings of this and 
other copper properties that were 
turning out thousands of tons of the 
metal which had acquired new im- 
portance through the development of 
electric railways, and the manifold 
uses of electricity for power, lighting 
and the transmiesion of intelligence 
by telegraph and telephone. 

While thus engaged in surveying 
the various underground tunnels and 
passages he made a discovery. The 
mine was being worked beyond the 
limits of the surface claim and was 
extracting rich ore from an adjoining 
mine, which, at a more distant point, 
had been abandoned. 

He studied the history of the Bos- 
ton and Montana, learned some of the 
devious methods by which it had ac- 
quired, and, from time to time, added 
to its holdings. He also studied its 
physical features, its copper-bearing 
seams, and traced its ledges to the 
adjoining properties. He formed a 
company to take over the abandoned 
mine, but let it lay dormant for 
awhile, 
HE STRIKES OUT. 


After spending two years in the un- 
derground workings of Butte he fell 
heir to $50,000, a legacy from his 
grandmother. He left Butte for a 
time and went to Europe to complete 
his studies in engineering and metal- 
lurgy as a postgraduate in the schools 
of Germany. 

In 1893 he returned to Butte and 
incorporated the Montana Ore Pur- 
chasing Company, capitalized at $250,- 
900, and began the erection of a 
amelter, which was jeered at by know- 
ing miners as “Heinze’s folly.” 

No one suspected that in a few 
years this immature youth was to at- 
tack and upset the most cherished 
mining traditions, that he was to 
shake the very foundations of well- 
established mining properties, with 
Wealth and great financial names bes 
hind them, apparentiy resting on a 
basis of impregnable solidity. 

In striking out for himself he se- 
cured the best legal talent, and, being 
himself a good judge of mining law, 
he made all his holdings firm, cover- 
ing every doubtful point, even to the 
minutest technicalities. 

He lIeased a mine from a man 
named Murray and todk out consid- 
erable rich ore, but as soon as the 
smelter was ready for operation, Mur- 
ray repudiated his contract and ob- 
tained an injunction which shut down 
the mine. He thought this would so 
cripple Mr. Heinze that he would be 
obliged to sell the smelter for what- 
ever he could get. 

But Mr. Heinze was not so easily 
bluffed. He knew of another mine 
that had been abandoned and leased 
it, and again disparaging remarks 
were made about this new venture. 
Within thirty days he was digging the 
richest ore ever mined in Butte. He 
was obliged to enlarge his smelting 
works, and with the profits thus se- 
cured he was able to defend the suit 
brought by Murray, and won. In 
three years Mr. Heinze was able to 
purchase for $400,000 a mine, which 
was afterwards developed into a prop- 
erty worth $10,000,000. 

The complications and many litiga- 
tions of Mr. Heinze in Montana are 
well illustrated in the case of the Min- 
nie Healy mine. The case had been 
won and appealed three times, when 
it was re-opened the fourth time by 
the so-called Amalgamated-Clark com- 
bination. The judge had set aside the 
last verdict on the ground that the 
Helena Independent had bribed the 
jury by its comments in the case. 
After that date the Helena paper was 
purchased by the opposition, so that 
there was not a daily in the State fa- 
vorable to Mr. Heinze. Yet, notwith- 
standing that heavy handicap, Mr. 
Heinze won his case a fourth time, 
and being in the highest court, it was 
a finality. 

However, the people seemed to be 
with Mr. Heinze, for they like pluck 
and a good fighter, and the tickets he 
favored in politics won over the con- 
bined opposition, backed though they 
were by nearly all the newspapers. 

GOES INTO CANADA. 


While Mr. Heinze was successfully 
operating in the Montana field and 
deriving a large income from his 
mines and smelter, he decided to ex- 
plore possibilities in Canada. He 
found large tracts of valuable mineral 
and forest lands. He obtained from 
the Canadian government a charter 
for a railroad carrying with it a land 
grant of 60,000 acres for every mile 
of the road built. 

When he had built fifty miles, the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad Company 
woke up to the fact this young Mon- 
tana miner was poaching on their 
preserves. They applied for a charter 
to parallel Mr. Heinze’s road, but ft 
was refused and they were forced to 


velop what they considered their ter- 
ritory. Mr. Heinze sold his road du“ 
with the proviso that he was to get 4 
clear title to 600,000 acres of the land 
involved in the transaction. What he 
realized out of this property was in it- 
self an enormous fortune. ( 

Following is an example of the way 
mining affairs were condueted in early 
stages of the Heinze controversies. In 
December, 1901 the Anaconda mine, 
the largest of the Amalgamated prop- 
erties, was closed as a result of a se- 
rious turn in the litigatlon. Mr. 
Heinze had obtained from Judge

Anaconda miners were working veins 
which really belonged to him. To 
prevent the inspection by Mr. Heinze 
the owners shut it down, stopped the 
machinery, and the lower levels were 
filled with water, and consequently no 
one was able to enter the mine. 

It was currently reported at the 
time that Mr. Heinze cleared $1,500,- 
000 out of the Canadian deal and his 
financial. reputation was decidedly 
raised by the stroke. He returned to 
Butte and resumed the development 
of his mining properties, became a 
political leader, and engaged in bank- 
ing and commercial operations. X. 
lost his smelter by fire, but immediate- 
ly built a larger one at Basin. 

In 1903 the United Copper Com- 
pany, of which Mr. Heinze was presi- 
dent, issued its annual report showing 
that for the fiscal year of 1902 the 
mine had yielded 30,374,696 pounds 
of copper, 919,690 ounces of silver, 
and 11,269 ounces of gold. 

It was in January, 1904, that the 
Standard Oil and an English syndicate 
entered the Butte copper field with 
a view to compromising, with Mr. 
Heinze or purchasing his interests and 
thus end the disastrous litigation 
which had so long blighted the prop- 
erty. While not immediately success- 
ful, a settlement favorable to all 
parties was later effected. The re- 
sult was that the Amalgamated settled 
with the Heinze properties and the 
United Copper Company was said t. 
have added $20,000,000 of cash to its 
treasury. 

According to the Wall Street Jour- 
nal a high-salaried corporation coun- 
sel once said, “I have fought the 
Standard Oil people twice in two big 
enterprises, and when Augustus 


would not have given 5 cents on $1000 
for his chance. How Heinze has been 
able to sustain himself against te 
Standard Oil-Amalgamated organiza- 
tion surpasses my comprehension.” 
The same paper editorially re- 
marked in December, 1904, that “It 
(the Amalgamated Copper) has 
fought seven years to secure the prop- 
erties of F. Augustus Heinze, now in 
the United Copper Company, at its 
own price and it has been defeated. 
Heinze had secured all the new min- 
ing territory at Butte, sunk all the 
new shafts, and opened all the new 
mines. He has sustained himself be- 
fore the people, the Legislature, and 
the courts, as well as financially, in 
oy greatest industrial warfare that 
his country has ever seen. 


HOSTILITIES CEASE. 


Suddenly, in February, 1905, there 
was a total cessation of hostilities be- 
tween Mr. Heinze and the Amalga- 
mated Copper Company. Montana, ac- 
cording to a Butte correspondent of 
the eastern press, had been the scene 
of the most far-reaching feud in the 
history of any State in the Union. 
Practically every industry and so- 
clety, the judges and courts, com- 
merce and the Legislature, had been 
involved in the quarrel, and even 
lives had been sacrificed. There were 
pending in the lower courts recovery 
suits to nearly the amount of $40,- 
000,000 involving property valued at 
quite $200,000,000, yet, for many 
months not a step had been taken to 
prosecute a single case. Because of 
this litigation the Supreme Court 
calendar had dropped behind two 
years. And now those cases were 
cleared and not a single suit was pend- 
ing. 
In Mary, 1905, it was estimated that 
if the Amalgamated should buy the 
Heinze properties, paying $35,000,000 
therefor, the new combination could, 
with copper at 16 cents a pound, de- 
clare’ a dividend of $25,000,000, pro- 
vided copper did not cost over 9 cents 
a pound to mine it. 
e treasurer's report of United 
Copper in May. 1905, showed a bal- 
ance of $1,557,065 and a dividend of 
$200,000 was declared. Regarding one 
of the mines the treasurer says: ““The 
Supreme Court decision in the Min- 
nie Healy case ia irrevocable. The 
ore bodies exposed are among the 
largest ever discovered in the Butte 
mining district. It is confidently ex- 
pected that your product for the next 
fiecal vear will reach 50,000,000 
pounds. 
The elections formerly became 
miniature wars, especially when the 
judiciary and Legislature were at 
stake. “Underground betties were 
fought in the Butte mines and not 4 
few lives sacrificed. Even the news- 
papers, which could not find adjec- 
tives in the dictionary harsh enough 
to apply to their respective sides in 
the bitter contest, were now abso- 
lutely silent, as if no controversy ex- 
isted. 


A compromise had been effected 
and the triumph was that of a young 
man who had come ta Montana f- 
teen years before without funds or 
friends—F.. Augustus Heinze—who, it 
was rumored, had come out of the 
fray with somewhere from $10,000,- 
000 to $20,000,000 to the good. 

On the other hand this ta the way 
one opponent depicted the innocent 
Mr. Heinze in an eastern newspaper: 
“Slowly but surely the coils are 
tightening about Fritz Augustus 
Heinze (he had all his life suppressed 
his first name to an initial) and his 
little coterie of corrupt judges, hired 
scribes, jury-fixers, bribe-givers, su- 
perserviceable lawyers, pick - and- 
shovel mining experts, dynamiters, 
spouters of anarchy, and sowers 0 
discontent—in a word, all that sweet- 
scented tion of unadulterated 
rascality, which has taken years to 
collect.” Only a man of inflexible na- 
ture could inspire such bitterness. 


FIGURES DWINDLE. 


Mr. Heinze himself said he had 
made $13,000,000 out of the deal, but 
John D. Ryan, successor to es 
Rogers as president of the Amalga- 
mated in 1909, and previously instru- 
mental in bringing the two contestants 
together, testified in Februarv. 1911. 
that Mr. Heinze did not profit in the 
transaction more than about 85,000. 
000. The actual consideration was 
$10,500,000, less an amount withheld 
to take up outstanding bonds in the 
Nippur Consolidated and the Montana 
Ore Purchasing Company—$3,500,000 
—s0 that the actual cash paid was 
$7,000,000. But as the properties 
were originally secured at a cost of 
$2,615,000, the actual profit of Mr. 
Heinze was $4,485,000. Thus do col- 
lossal figures dwindle under the scru- 
tiny of expert testimony. 

Of the importance of this settle- 
ment, Malcolm & Coombs said: 

“No event in: the industrial world 
during recent years transcends in im- 
portance the arrangement of peace in 
the mining Butte, The iiti- 
gation of years tween the Amalga- 
mated Copper Company and the 
Heinze interests has been settled lit- 
erally ‘out of court.’ The transfer of 
all the larger producing properties of 
the latter to interests identified with 
the former has been effected, and very 
rich mines which have been shut 
down for a long period because of the 
litigation, can again be made produc- 
tive. 

“The discontinuance of the litiga- 
tion by itself said automatically

to $50,000,000 of assets, and, it has 
been estimated, will save in the neigh- 
borhood of $5,000,000 to $6,000,000 a 
year the copper companies con- 
cerned. Many millions of dollars have 
been made. by both parties in spite 
of the litigation, and the settlement 
should effect savings so large, and the 
stability of the industry of producing 
copper should be so greatly en- 
hanced, that many more millions will 
be made in the future than have been 
made in, the past.” | 

For the first time in its existence, 
said the Wall-street Journal in Feb- 
ruary, 1906, the Butte and Boston 
division of the Amalgamated stock 
would come into value, for it had been 
a large owner in the rich ground in- 
volved in the shut-downs and in the 
litigations. That mine had been di- 
rected by order of the court to keep 
110 feet away from the 9$00-foot line 
of the Minnie Healy, and yet this 110 
feet is nothing less than a rich body 
of ore. The Parrott and the Anacon- 
da were freed from litigation which, 
in the case of the former. involved its 
very «xistence. There had been some 
talk © organizing a new company to 
take over all the Amalgamated and 
Heinze interests, with a capitalization 
of $300,000,000. 

It was in 1906 that Mr. Heinze was 
solicited to become interested in the 
Davis-Daly Estates Copper Company. 


two deceased mining men were com- 
bined in one organization, Which it 
was proposed to capitalize at 630,000, 
000. Mr. Heinze was finally drawn 
into the scheme, and, it was believed, 
made a million or two in the deal. 
When he went to Utah and invested 
in the Bingham Consolidated it made 
a great stir in that camp, and mat- 
ters were practically turned over to 
him. Connected with the mine was 
a large smelter, which was not work- 
ing to its capacity, and he immediate- 
Iv arranged for taking care of the ores 
of other mines, Thus he had oppor- 
tunity to judge of their richness and 
values. 
As the end of W. A. Clark’s term 
in the United States Senate was draw- 
ing near in 1906, voung Heinze de- 
veloped an ambition to succeed him. 
and it was surmised that the price of 
success was the termination of the 
long and bitter war against the 
Amalgamated Copper Company. But 
the giants of finance in the Amal- 
gamated were not ready to have this 
youthful antagonist advanced to a sta- 
tion where he could inflict dangerous 
blows on their other interests outside 
of the copper field, and the young man 

‘was not sent to Washington. 
ATTRACTIVE PERSONALITY. 
The personality of this young finan- 
cial genius was very prepossessing. A 
Napoleonic countenance, high broad 
forehead, long discerning nose, firm- 
set chin, the whol’ visage sphinxlike 
or engaging at will—such were the 
facial characteristics of this young ad- 
venturer who came to upset prec- 
édents in mining, in courts of law, and 
in high finance... Yet, ke the Na- 
poleon with whose career his own — 
with 


crushing reverses, and he was un- 
doubtedly crushed in spirit towards 
the last of his financial struggles to 
save his millions and his reputation. 

Probably the greatest financial mis- 
take in the career of Mr. Heinze was 
his ambition to engage in the bank- 
ing business in New York. A fine op- 
portunity seemed to present itself 
when the Mercantile National Bank 
found it desirable to replenish its re- 
sources, The two principal figures in 
the transaction were Edwin Gould and 
Charles A. Morse. They induced Mr. 
Heinze to buy their stock, 8000 shares, 
at $325 a shore, which he afterwards 
said were worth only $181 per share. 
He was elected president, but it was 
a barren honor. The other banks 
were not friendly, and the deposits 
rapidly fell off from 522,000,000 to 
less than $5,000,000, and the other di- 
rectors declared that Mr. Heinze was 
the Jonah. He was indicted for 
malfeasatice in making a large loan 
to his brothers’ banking firm, which 
consisted of Otto C. Heinze, Arthur 
FV. Heinze and Max H. Schultze, who 
were supposed to be backed by his 
capital. 

The evidence showed the banking 
house had assets exceeding $4,500,000, 
and that even under a forced sale it 
could realize more than its entire in- 
debtedness, which was $1,523,000. 
This consisted of a loan from the Mer- 
eantile National of $567,000, and the 
balance in smaller amounts from 
seven other banks. But as the bank 
was under a cloud, Mr. Heinze gladly 
resigned the presidency and relieved 
himeelf from what had become an 
incubus instead of reflecting glory up- 
on his name,

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EPORTS ON WAGES 
AND CONDITIONS.

Amel Bulletins from All Parts 
ef the Werid.

During the four years, 1910 to 1913, 
inclusive, the wage of workers in the 
boot and shoe and the hosiery and 
underwear industries had a distinct 
upWard trend, while during the same 
period the employees enjoyed the 
benefit of a decrease in full-time 
hours of labor. Thig is brought out 
in à report, based on information ob- 
tained from representative establish- 
ments in this country, which has just 
been published as bulletin No. 154 by 
the Bureau of Labor Statistic of the 
United States Department of Labor. 

The average fifll-time weekly earn- 
ings of employees in the boot and 
shoe industry in 1913 in the principal 
occupations were as follows: 5 


the long list of detailed occupations 
in this great American industry. De- 
cidedly the wages are good and the 
figures listed represent actual weekly 
earnings not schedule rates. 

The full-time hours of labor per 
week in 1913 in the several establish- 
ments visited did not exceed sixty and 
the average was about fifty-five hours. 

Briefly summarized, the average 
full-time weekly earnings of the boot 
and shoe workers in 1913 were 7.4 
per cent. higher than such earnings 
in 1912; 6.7 per cent. higher than in 
1911, and 8.9 per cent. higher than 
in 1910. 

The full-time hours of labor per 
week in the industry in 1913 werp 0.9 
per cent. lower than in 1912 a 2.4 
per cent. lower than in 1911, and 2.6 
per cent. lower than in 1910. 
Rates of wages or earnings per 
hour in boot and shoe manufacturing 
in 1913 were 8.1 per cent. higher than 
in 1912; 8.8 per cent. higher than in 
1911, and 11.4 per cent. higher than 
in 1910. O88 these figures and facts 
strikes for higher wages or shorter 
hours of labor should be out of the 
question in the industry. 


Hosicry and Underwear. 
The average full-time weekly earn- 
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small numder over sixty hours. 

The average full-time weekly earn- 
ings in this industry in 1913 were 5.5 
per cent. higher than in 1912. 2.8 
per cent. higher than in 1911, and 10.4 
per cent. higher than in 1919. 

The average rates of wages or earn- 
ings in 1913 were 7.5 per cent. high- 
er than in 1912, 14.3 per cent. higher 
than in 1911, and 14.7 per cent. high- 


‘ter than in 1910. 
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Full-time hours of labor per week 
in 1913 were 1.8 per cent. lower than 
in 1912, 3.5 per cent. lower than in 
1911, and 3.7 per cent. lower than in 
1910. Owing to the reduction of 
hours, the increase in full-time week- 
ly earnings between 1910 and 1913 
was not so much as in rates of wages 
per hour. 

The figures here given show this 
female industry of hosiery and under- 
wear making to be in good shape as 
to wages and working hours.

Higher Iron and Steel Wages. 

A report on the subject of wages 
and hours of labor in the iron and 
steel industry hag just been published 
by the Bureau of [Labor Statistics of 
the United States Department of La- 
bor. It is based on information ob- 
tained from the pay rolls of repre- 
sentative establishments in the va- 
rious industrial centers of the iron 
and steel industry. 

In three departments for which 
data are presented for the years 1907 
to 1912 and in six other departments 
for which data are presented for the 
years 1910 to 1912, the average Wages 
per hour and the average full-time 
weekly earnings of employees were 
with few exceptions higher in 1912 
than in any of the preceding years, 
while the average full-time hours per 
week were in most cases lower. There 
was thus an increase of wages and a 
reduction of hours of work per week 
in the industry as a whole, though in 
certain departments the tendency to- 
ward higher wages and earnings and 
lower hours was not constant from 
year to year. 


In the establishments reporting 


there was a marked reduction in the 
proportion of employees usually work- 


ing seven days per week. This was 


made possible by the custom adopted 


in many plants of making provision 
to lay off one day per week each em- 
ployee in the seven-day occupations—- 
thus making a six-day week for those 


employees. 


These facts are additional evidence 


of the steady general improvement in 
their condition which the wage-work- 
ers of this country have been enjoy- 
ing during many years.

for the world’s shipping. This is the 
wharf of the Outer Harbor Dock and 
Wharf Company, the most important 
of the private wharf enterprises of 
the San Pedro water front. Vessels 
Aying the flags of all the great com- 
mercial nations have been docking at 
this wharf for many months past and 
it is bound to continue to be one of 
the big factors in the shipping prog- 
ress o Angeles. 

The mpany’s property consists of 
close to 160 acres, much of it ground 
made in the dredgings farther out, 
and all of it strategically situated. The 
title to this holding is disputed by 
the city and is being contested in fe 
courts. The prize is a rich one. 

The company has already com- 
pleted a mole 3650 feet in length, 
with provision for channels and 
slips. The new wharf lies along the 
east side of this mole, and rests on 
reinforced concrete piles. The wharf 
Parallels the municipal wharf,. the 
two being separated by a channel 400 
feet wide and thirty-five feet deep.

POINTED TALK ON METHODS BY 
| EX-PRESIDENT ELIOT. 


—— 


It is not surprising that; . 


Shows How Men's Ambitions and 
Energies are Crippled by the Re- 
strictive Rules Regarding the 
Amount of Labor that Shall be 
Dene for a Day's Work. 


{Ex-President Eliot of Harvard 
University:] The point I. want to 
make ts that there are some practices 


of the labor unions that not only do 
not provide a good atmosphere, or 
give a good chance for the pursuit of 
happiness, but actually make it im- 
possible to win happiness in the daily 
earning of the livelihood. * 

The first of these undésirable prac- 
tices is the uniform wage. Nobody 
can deny that the uniform wage is a 
very natural outcome of the strife in 
which the labor unions have been en- 


d rs; but it is 
indiscretion to carry their views to the ultimate logical results and give peed for a hundred yea ut 


free expression to them. Their course must help the country at large 
realize whither we are drifting in such pernicious concessions as the (Wilso 


a most deplorable outcome, because 
it takes away from a young man, or 
indeed a man of any age, the effect- 
ive motive for improving or develop- 
ing himself, for winning even more 
skill and more power, not only as an 
artisan or laborer, but as a human 
being. It is not possible for a young 
carpenter today, after he becomes a 
member of a carpenters’ union, to in- 
crease his earnings by himeelf im- 
proving in skill, rapidity of work, or 
aéhievement in his trade. He is de- 
pendent on his union for every ad- 
vance in his w No increase of 
personal merit will add another cent 
to his wages. The influence of this 
fact on his character and happiness 
is most deplorable, and yet it is the 
inevitable effect of the uniform wage 
as prescribed by almost all unions. 
At any rate, it is a common result 
of the action of almost all unions. 
Happiness or content in earning his 
livelihood comes to an intelligent and 
ambitious person only through con- 
stant improvement of himself as an 
intelligence and a will. If the motive 
of increased earning power be taken 
away, improvement will not take 
place. There has never been any 
time in my life when I should have 
been willing to work under a uniform 
wage system, and I have earned my 
living ever since I was 20 years old. 
To my thinking, the uniform wage 
destroys all chance of having a really 
enjoyable or happy lite in the earn- 
ing of a livelihood. The earning of 
the livelihood will be done as a piece 
of drudgery, as an. uninteresting 
routine labor without the reward of 
growing achievement or of conscious 
increase in persona! skill and power. 

This is the first of the union poli- 
cies Which seem to me injurious to 
the members themselves. 

The second most harmful policy is 
the intentional Imitation of output. 
There are many different modes of 
regulating output in the various 
trades and unions of the country. 
Some of them involve the co-opera- 
tion of the employers, and are di- 
rected to preventing over-production, 
as it is called, in the trade oF indus- 
try in which both employers and em- 
plovees are enlisted. That is not the 
kind of limitation to which I refer. 
Such a temporary reduction of out- 
put may be a united effort of both 
capital and labor, of employer and 
laborer, to prevent a glut of the mar- 
ket, and it may be desirable to pre- 


vent such glutting, because steadiness: exercised over the most precio 


in an industry is intensely desirable 


a for employers and for employed. 

It is of the limitation on the out- 
put of the individual workman, on 
the amount of work he shall do in 
an hour or a day, that I wish to speak. 
This occurs in many trades, and is 
enforced in a great variety of ways. 
For example, in the bricklayers’ trade, 
the two slowest men will be put at 


the ends of the long chalked line to 


which the bricks are to be laid. 
Twenty men are on the line, but the 
two slowest men are put on the ends, 
for it is their function to lift the 
line for the next row of bricks. 

the slowest men set the pace. “Don’t 
put your trowel out of your ‘ 
Don’t stick it into the mortar tub, 
and so have two hands free with 
which to pick up two bricks from 
the stage. Hold your trowel in- your 
hand all the time and trea you will 
have only one hand free to pick up 
one brick at a time.” 5 

In the plumbers’ trade, set only 
one article—one basin or one tub—in 
a day; that shall be the day’s work 
for which a day’s pay must be given. 
Work slowly enough to make that 
job seem to fill the day. It never does. 
I late} saw two coppersmiths fill up 
a whole day putting up a piece of 
conductor about twenty feet long 
which had been made in the copper- 
smith's shop and was a good At. at 
is the imitation of output. A giass- 
blower may blow so many bottles, 
vials, or retorts for a days work: 
when he has biown that number he 
must quit, although he has not 
worked more than four or five hours. 
The limitation of output in the glass- 
blowers’ trade in England was made 
so extreme that the entire business 
went over to Belgium, where there 
was no such limitation. There are in- 
numerable examples in our country of 
this sort of limitation in trades con- 
trelled by unions. 

Now what is the moral effect of 
the limitation of output on the work- 
er? He works in a slow, shiftiess 
way, without energy, without spirit, 
without any intention of doing his 
best. There is not a man living who 
can work for twenty years in that 
spirit and preserve his self-respect, 
and self-respect is an indiepensable 
element in happiness. There 1 no 
genuine happiness without it. ore- 
over, I cannot conceive of any man 
being happy in hies work who, day 
after day, never does his best. The 
workman of limited output never does 
his unless, indeed, he is so slow 
and awkward that can barely 
reach the assigned limit. 

I have had observation of men by 


the thousand practicing the profes- | 


sions—lawyers, doctors, ministers, 
musicians, architects, engineers, for- 
esters, a great variety of professions, 
and we know that the variety of 
learned and scientific professions has 
increased greatly in the lam forty 
years. Now throughout those profes- 
sions the men always feel that they 
at frequent opportunities 
of doing their level best at their work, 
and they would not be content and 
happy in their callings if they did not 
have those chances. 

Another practice of the trades- 


unions seems to me to interfere very 
much with that pursuit happiness 


| to which the Declaration of Independ- 


ence says every man is entitled. 
refer to the extraordinary surrender 
of individual liberty to which all 
union men consent. 

I firmly believe that the proper re- 
sults of democracy in improving the 
condition of the human race are to 
be procured only through increase of 
liberty, and never by ite diminution. 
Freedom, both political and social, is 
the great object of democracy. Now 
every effective labor union gives to 
its chosen officials an extraordinary 
po over its members. I know of 
no despotic authority in civil life to 
compare with the authority of a la- 
bor-union leader, and that 1 is

only on comparatively unimportant 
matters, such as shop rules or trade 
customs, or even on wages, it t 
not be very objectionable to w - 
be freemen, but it has to do with the 
most precious human privilege—with 
the right to work, Freedom to earn 
the living of wife and children. That 
is a liberty which most members of 
learned, scientific, and artistic pro- 
fessions would never consent to part 
with for a moment, and the existence 
of that personal inden @ one 
of the grea’ attractions toward those 
professicas. Here is a marvelous con- 
trast between the states of mind and 
the practices of the members of 
Uberal professions, on the one hand, 
and of trades unions on the other. 
You perceive that I address myseir 
solely to those practices of uniens 
which I believe to have an injurious 
effect on the character of their mem- 
bers or on their prospects of success 
in the pursuit of happiness 

How can we explain the fact that 
millionse—I believe it is two millions 
now—of American citsiens have sur- 
rendered that precious liberty, and 
have agreed to rules of conduct Wich 
deprive them of the opportunity te 
do their best in their work— 
even if it de piece work? 
When the unions impair the méral 
conditions of the lives of their mem- 
bers, prevent their personal improve- 
ment and enlargement as life goes 
on, and restrict their liberty to work 
for wife and children in order to bet- 
ter the family conditions, they clog 
the real sources of human happiness, 
and no increase of wages and no 
shorter hours will make up for that 
loss. Hence the great need that the 
members of the unions themselves go 
to work inside their unions to stop 
these injurious policies, grown out of 
the prolonged state of warfare, while 
they were struggling for more pay 
and more consideration. That i the 
reform which is most urgent in our 
country at this moment, reform with- 
in the unions themselves. 


Over and over again I 
been told by union men, frst, 
they were forced into their union on 
the occasion of a strike or a lockout.

EAL speed will be seen for the 
first time on the Pacific Coast, at 
Corona next Thursday, according 
to drivers and officials of the great 
300-mile motor battle. For the first 
time, Southern California is to have 
an automobile race which will eclipse 
even the eastern classics, with the 
possible exception of the Internation- 
al Sweepstakes on the Indianapolis 


Speedway. 

Drivers entered at Corona claim 
that the first three cars to finish the 
201-mile run will average better than 
eighty miles an hour. That the rec- 
ord of 78.72 miles an hour for 303 
miles, made by Teddy Tetzlaff in the 
1912 Santa Monica race, will be shat- 
tered Thursday, is the general belief 
of the racing followers now at Co- 


rona. 
SPEEDWAY RECORD. 

It is even claimed by some that the 
Indianapolis Speedway record of a 
fraction over eighty-two miles an 
hour, will be lowered at Corona. This 
time was made by Rene Thomas in 4 
De Lage car, May 30 of this year. 
While the speedway time may be het- 
tered at Corona, it will not take the 
record away from Thomas, as the 
Corona race is but 301.81 miles, while

WAR ‘AND EDUCATION. — 2 | 
The Whole University System of 
Germany have been Broken Up, 
effect of the war more immediately 24. F 
felt than in the schools and colleges. 


The first thing Germany did when 
war was declared was to order every 
public school closed and the children 
put into the fields to do the work of 
the men called into military service. 
France will, no doubt, do the same 
thing. This means not only will the 
boys and girls of Europe have to do 
men's work and break their little 
backs with heavy burdens and tire 
their unformed limbs with wear) 
hours, but that for a year, two years, 
three years-——no one knows how long 
—they will have to go without school- . 
ing or education of any sort. Thie 
means depleted universities five and 
ten years hence. It also means a 
more ignorant generation of men and 
women after the war. : 

Another effect is seen in the univer- 
sities. Already the famous German 
univergities are depleted of students. 
The German students are at the front. 
But the foreign students make up a 
considerable part of the large num- 
bers at these famous institutions and 
they have all been compelled te flee 
to their homes in different countries. 
In some instances they will have to 
bear arms against fellow-students, 
who have become dearest friends and 
comrades. Thus the whole university 
system of Burope will be broken up. 

Europe is full of students of art 
and music from America. Dresden, 
Berlin, Leipsic, Paris, Rome, have 
hundreds of these young men and 
women. Their studies have been 

rudely broken in upon and they are 

| on their way back to America. There 
have also been a good many Ameri- 
can boys and giris in French and Ger- 
man schools, put there that they may 
learn the modern languages. They 
must also leave their schools. 

This means that the American con- 
servatories and private schools will 
doubtiess have an unusual influx of 
pupils this fall, so that poor Europe's 
loss will be our gain in this regard. 

The moral damage of this war to 
the school child is a theme we shall 
take up in a later issue. It will be in- 
calculable, It fillg his head with daily 
stories of bloodshed, fightings, pas-

James W. Coffroth, the San wren- 
cisco fight promoter, is credited with 
a mostisurprising statement, as fol- 
lows, to-wit: 

“Had I been able to secure the San 
Francisco franchise, I would have 
guaranteed that city a pennant-win- 
ner for five years,” or words to to that 

Uniess Mr. Coffroth has been pain- 
fally misquoted, or was simply kid- 
ding, his remarks display an astound- 
ing unfamiliarity with the practical 
side of baseball, and the me and 
toil required in building up a pen- 
nant-winner. 

He guarantees to do something that 
no other man in the history of base- 
ball has accomplishe4. 

In order to make good this prom- 
lee, he would have to Know more 
baseball than men like Mack, Me- 
Craw, Chance and Fielder Jones—he 
would need to be shrewder than these 
giant figures, and a thousand times 
more wise. These men were years in 
fashioning championship clubs, and in 
no 3 were they able to win 
more than three years in succession. 

Possitiy Coffroth has fallen into 
that e so common among boxing 


League magnates, 

— at their command. were un- 
able to place a club in the field which 
could compare with the great teams 
of the past. No group of baseball 
men ever spent money more lavishly, 
and yet they failed to accomplish 
what Stallings did with probably a 
fifth of the money that they spent on 
any one of their eight clubs. 

In this connection, we recall an in- 
cident that happened a few years ago 
illustrating the superficial knowledge 
of the actual worki of baseball 
which the average has, even 
though he has been — iden- 
tified with other lines of sport.

{Washington Star:] Not all the 
ivory brought to market is derived 
from living animals. Certain ivory is 
obtained from animals long since 
dead—relics, indeed, of a remote age. 


the ivory of a creature unknown. It 
is cut from the tusks of mastodons 
whose skeletons are found frozen in 
masses of ice or buried in the mud of 
Siberian rivers and swamps. The 
northern part of the country abounds 
in extensive bogs, which are called 
urmans, and in these are found the 
tusks of the mastodon. It is inferred 
that these animals lost their lives by 
venturing upon a surface not capable 
of sustaining their weight. 

To most creatures these ur man 
are forbidden ground. The nimble 
reindeer can sometimes effect a pas- 
sage of them in safety during sum- 
mer, but other large and heavy ani- 
mals attempting to emulate these deer 
would be engulfed. 

In the Tobolsk museum are to be 
seen various specimens of mammoth, 
and throughout this region they are 
not at all rare. When an ice pack 
breaks down a river bank, or the sum- 
mer thaw penetrates deeper than 
usual into the ground, some of these 
antediluvian monsters are very likely 
to be exposed. 

In many cases their remaing are so 
fresh and well preserved, 


reddish brown, their tufted ears and 
long, curved tusks, that all the abo- 
rigines, and even some of the Russian 
settlers, believe that they are speci- 
mens of animals that still live, bur- 
rowing like moles, and that they die 
the instant they are admitted to the 
light.

days are warm, and always the house- 


' Keeper with a dietetic conscience has the 


knowledge that pastry is less easily di- 
gested ip summer than in winter. 

Now, however, any person who can 
ever eat pies with impunity should be 
ready to do it. The system ought to be 
braced up by the chill in the air and be 
able to manage foods that would put 
more ef @ strain upon the stomach when 
it was relaxed by milder weather. In 
no conditions should pastry be a daily 
item on the bill of fare, but it ie less 
harmful when the thermometer is low | 
than at amy other time. 
Cheap paetry is seldom good to the 
taste and is a burden upon the gastric 
powers. Fur better to have R haeif as 
often and twice as good then to offer it 
at a low level of excellence and fre- 
quently. 

Certain details are essential in pre- 
paring pastry which shal) be light and 
flaky. The utensils and the ingredients 
must be cold, the mixing and rolling must 
be done in a cold room, and the pastry 
handled as lightly as if it were a delicate 
fabrie which would be injured by rough- 
ness. Heavy and soggy pastry is almost 
always due te failure to observe one of 
these precautions. It makes no difference 
if the crust is to be for a plain family 
pie or for an elaborate pate; if it is worth 
making of ail, it is worth making weil. 
The pastry must be rolled quickly and 
lightly, ent with a sharp knife, and never 
pressed Gowen at the edges, either in roil- 
ing, or shaping, or when putting it on the 
pie plate 

The following directions will make « 
light and flaky crust if u is properly 
mixed and handled: 

Chop half a pound of hard, firm butter 
into a pound of four. When the butter 
is in bits the size of a small green pea 
add a teacup of iced water, working it 


im a little at a time with a spoon or with 


the chopping knife. When you have a 
paste that can be handled turn it from 
the bowl upon the floured boerd and make 
it into a meet with the floured hands. 
Fold thie into three, roll it out egain, 
told it twice more, and roll it each time. 
After the third rolling lay the pastry, 


lightly folded together, on a plate, and 
set in a cold place for two or three hours. 
or even until the next day, before making 
it into Pies. 

This ie whet is known as rough puff 
paste, and is deliciously light and flaky. 
Another good though simpler pastry is 

This is made in precisely the 
same fashion, except that half butter 
and half lard are used for shortening. 
Even cheaper ie the crust made with a 
rather smaller proportion of shortening 
to the quantity of flour directed. ; 

When the pie plate is to have the cruet 
put into i a sheet is cut a little larger 
than the plate, using e sharp knife dipped 
in flour to do the cutting; the piece of 
pastry is lifted lightly and carefully laid 
on the plate, taking pains not to press 
the outer edges, as this prevents the 
pastry puffing up into fakes. The paste 
should have a few slashes cut in the 
bottom of the plate, so that it will not 
“crawl,” or shrick. After the pie has 
been filled, the top crust, consisting of a 
round Nke that used for the bottom, but 
a trifle smaller, is laid on, and this, too, 
should not be pinched on the outer edges 
if you wish the crust to be light and puffy. 

The filling of the pie is determined by 
the taste of the ook and of her house- 
hold. I give below suggestions for sev- 
eral which I can recommend. 


SWDHET POTATO PIE. 

Boil two medium sized potatoes until 
well done, then rub them through a colaa- 
der. Add two cups of eweet milk, half a 
cup of white sugar, a pinch of salt, half 
a nutemeg grated, a tableepoon of meit- 
ed butter, and two egge beaten light. 
Bake the mixture in a pastry shell with- 
out an upper crust. 

3 RAISIN PIB. 

Seed two cups of raisins and cut them 
in halves; shred half a cup of citron; put 
them over the fre with the juice of a 
lemon, one cup of eugar, and half a cup 
of water and stew gently for ten minutes,

Badly Trained Children. 

“I sympathize with the correspondent 
who wrote about the neighbors’ children. 
The cage is the same in every town. 
Mothers let their children do as they 
please, #0 long as the mothers can do 
their work and are not bothered with the 
youngsters. We have had to tell our 
neighbors’ children to stay at home, be- 
cause they destroyed everything about. 
Some mothers cither don't see this or 
don’t want to see it. I have some really 
good friends who bring two or three 
children with them when they come to 
spend the afternoon or evening, and the 
children handle everything. They powder 
themselves, take hold of bottles of any 
kind, and once some of them even opened 
my hand bag and took out the money in 
it to play with. They get on the beds 
upstairs and down and carry vases and 
ornaments out of doors to play with. One 
mother said she didn't like to take any- 
thing away from the child because then 
she cries and is unhappy. Such children 
eat over our best rugs and get everything 
eticky and keep us in terror for fear they 
will dirty the wall paper. I wish we could 
tcach the mothers instead of the children. 
I believe I could write a book on this sub- 
ject.

By one of those coincidences which oc- 
sur so often I was talking the day this 
Sitter came to me with the father of a 
small bov. He was telling of the children 


in the neighborhood where he lived and 
described how they rampaged "’ through 
his house. They were his little son's 
playmates and seemed to feel free to 
enter the house whenever they pleased 
and go through it from top to bottom, lay- 
ing hands on anything that pleased their 
fancy and behaving as it pleased them. 
“They even go to the pantry and help 
themselves to cake,“ he said. Then he 
asked me what I would do about it if 
1 were in hie wife's place. I did not like 
to say too plainly what I thought—that 
if his own child had been properly trained 
such liberties would not be taken by the 
visitors. I cannot imagine one of my 
children attempting such a thing any more 
than I could see myself or my brothers 
and sisters being permitted to follow a 
like course. A well trained child is taught 
respect for the property of others and is 
never allowed to run riot in his own house 
any more than in that of a stranger. He 
may break bounds once in a while, but it 
passes my comprehension how any 
mother can sit by and permit it, as in the 
case of the children described by the cor- 
respondent. I would like much to know if 
the Cornerites think the instances she 
cites are the rule or the exception. I 
heve known ill behaved and badly trained 
children in my day, but never such law- 
leasness as the tales I have copied and 
quoted.

Peroxide for Sink. |

Fifteen or twenty minutes before it is 
done I salt and pepper it to taste and add 
noodies. To prepare them I use one egg 
well beaten, one tablespoon of cold water, 
a pinch of salt, three tablespoons of flour 
sifted with one teaspoon of baking pow- 
der, and a quarter teaspoon of grated 
nutmeg. Don't forget the nutmeg, for it 
is what makes the noodles delicious. Roll 
out the dough as thin as paper, dust over 
thickty with flour, roll inte a long roll, and 
cut across with a sharp knife. Shake the 
noodles apart into the boiling stew, cover 
closely, and let it simmer for at least 
fifteen minutes undisturbed taking pains 
that the noodles don't acorch.
